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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6-30-08 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 21-34 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered teachings in USPN 6682555. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

3. Claims 21-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by, or in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Cioanta et al. US PN 6682555. 

4. Cioanta et al. disclose a method of protecting a kidney, or inhibiting a natural 
function of a kidney, during surgery comprising artificially increasing pressure (by 
inflation of balloon 1 5, 22, or 52 - see figure 1 0B) which reduces or inhibits natural renal 
function and thereafter reducing pressure. Column 14, line 41 through column 15 line 
28 disclose various contrast agents which may be delivered after pressure within the 
urinary tract is increased. Cionata et al. further disclose the urinary drainage ports may 
be used to inject materials thus creating a positive pressure (column 15 lines 29-36). 
Injection port 80 injects flowable stent material 75m, which includes contrast agents 
(col. 14 line 41 - col. 15 line 28), into surrounding tissue before, during, or after ablation 
(see abstract). The procedure is disclosed to cause the formation of blood clots at 
column 5 lines 63-67, although they are reduced in number compared to prior methods, 
during the procedure. Therefore it would be obvious, if not inherent, that injection of 
contrast agent into blood vessel occurs because blood vessels are damaged during the 
surgical procedure.
